A BIG FAILURE. 


Excitement on Wall Street Over the 
Suspension of Armstrong & Co, 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, January 27.—The street is 
greatly excited over the announcement of 
the failure of the house of M. Armstrong & 
Son, wholesale dealers in leather and tind- 
ings, at 9 and 19 Ferry street. Mathew and 
Wm. Armstrong, the members of the firm, 
made a general assignment for the benefit of 
creditors to Mathew A. Van Winkle, a 
nephew of the partners, giving the following 
preferences: National Park Bank, $20,000; 
Mathew Armstrong, as trustee for John A. 
Van Nostrand, $45,124; trustee for E. Van 
Winkle, $3,380; Allen E. Watson, $1,950; 
Emma Van Winkle, $3,000; Bronx Wool and 
Leather Company, $10,000; total, $83,454: 
The house was established more than forty 
years ago by the. late Mathew Armstrong, 
who died in 1867. He was the father of the 
present members of the firm, who continued 
the old firm style. Besides their regular 
business they were heavily interested in the 
Bronx Wool and Leather Company, in which 
they held 

A CONTROLLING INTEREST, 
Mathew Armstrong being the president. 
Their investment in the Bronx Wool and 
Leather Company dates back to 1873, when 
the concern was known as the Bucking Wool 
and Leather Company. The capital stock 
was originally $1,000,000, but in 1878 was re- 
duced to $750,000. This company has never 
been regarded as a successful venture. It 
has never paid dividends, and its debts have 
increased each year until now they amount 
to $441,416, according to the annual report 
filed about ten days ago. Against this it had 


cash $79,690. Bradstreet’s —-—- report 
says the company in November 
last transferred the factory property 


on the Bronx River to Mr, Armstrong, the 
president, in order to obtain a loan for the 
company, Which, it was thought, could be 
done more easily through one individual 
than by the corporation, In December, how- 
ever, Mr. Armstrong, transferred the proper- 
ty back to the company, and the latter ob- 
tained a loan for $100,000 on it by givinga 
mortgage to the Seamen’s Bank for Savings.

A CHILD CREMATED, 


A Mother Sends Her Son’s Corpse to 
the Crematory. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, January 27.—A dispatch from 
Washington, Pa., to this morning’s Jour- 
nal says: “A telegram was received by T. 
V. Harding, trustee of the Le Moyne Cre- 
matory, on Wednesday, from Dr. A. Kauf- 
man, of No. 212 East Tenth street, New 


York, stating that the remains of a three- 
year-old child would leave that night for in- 
cineration. ‘The furnace fire was lighted be- 


tween 4 and 5 o’clock yesterday morning,and 
long before the corpse arrived the retort 
was inp fine condition. The train at 11:30 4. 
m. brought the body,faccompanied by Dr. H. 
A.§{ Hopple, a friend of the dead child’s 
father and mother. On _ arriving at 
the crematory the remains were removed 


to the brick building 

WHERE THE BURNING IS DONE, 
The usual preparations were made, the 
corpse lifted into the iron crib, wrapped in a 
sheet saturated with alum water, and slid in- 
to the retort. The lid was closed over the 
opening and the incineration commenced. 


The child was ason of Dr. Samuel Hahn, of 
New York, whose body found its way into 
Dr. Le Moyne’s cremator, in March of 1880. 
The Doctor’s widow, believing in the plan of 
cremation, had the remains of her son sent 
here. The corpse was dressed in a white 
shroud and enclosed in a plain metallic cas- 
ket. There were no services. At precisely 
12 o’clock the retort door was closed. Ina 
few minutes the alum-soaked sheet disap- 
peared and exposed to view what was left of 
the corpse. The flesh had entirely burned 
away, leaving nothing but the bare bones. 
In a comparatively short time these began 
to crumble and melt away falli g under the 
iron rack upon which the subject rests. It 

enerally requires two hours to complete the 
incineration, but to-day it was accomplished 
in much less time, owing to the smallness of 
the body to be reduced. The retort will not 
be sufficiently coo! to allow the removal of 
the ashes until Monday, when they will be 
taken out, and, after being neatly packed in 
a little tin box, forwarded to Dr. Kaufman, 
the child’s grandfather. ‘The casket will 
also be returned to New York.”

A BROKEN RAIL. 
Several St. Louisans Injured in an Ac- 
cident on the Wabash. 

WABASH, INbD., January 27.—At 11 o’clock 
last night, a mile east of here, the west- 
bound express train on the Wabash, St.

Local Account. 

At about midnight last night the New York 
and St. Louis Wabash express, when nearing 
the approach to the crossing of the Chicago, 
Wabash & Michigan near Wabash, Indiana, 
struck a broken rail, and the two reat cars, a 
sleeper and a chair car, were derailed and 
rolled down the high embankment forming 
the approach to the bridge crossing. The 
train, whieh is scheduled at forty miles 
per hour, consisted of two baggage cars, one 
mailecar, two coaches, three sleepers and one 
chair car. The engine, it is supposed, broke 
the rail,:and all the cars but the last two 
passed over in safety. There were but eight 
passengers in the two rear cars, among them 
Mr. Knight, general freight agent of the 
road. who was on his return to St. Louis 
from the line meeting held at Buffalo sever- 
aldavs ago. Although the two cats that 
were tumbled down the high embankment 
were almost totally wrecked, none of the oc- 
cupants were seriously injured 
and all continued their journey 
with the train, which was delivered in Dan- 
ville oniv four hours late and got into this 
city at 1 o'clock this afternoon.

Mr. Henry Dahmer Undertakes to 
Eat 35 Quail in 35 Days.

The Gastronomic Feat Begun To-Day at 
Tony Faust’s--Over $1,000 Wagered That 
the Feat Will Not be Accomplished. 


The quail-eating fever has at last reached 
St. Louis, and a first-class mateh began at 
noon to-day at Tony Faust’s. The special 
reports in the Post-Dispatcn of the 
quail-eating match of Mr. Walcott, 
of New York, bave caused great discussion. 
Among the places in which the controversy 
raged was the Globe-Democrat. and the de- 
baters were, among others, Mr. Joseph B. 
McCullagh, the managing editor, Mr. ‘Thos. 
W. Wood, who is in charge of the adver- 
tising department, and Mr. Henry Dahmer, 
the assistant bookkeeper of the paper. 
Mr. Dahmer thought that the quail-eating 
trick was easily done, and Mr. ood said 
that he was on the other side of the question, 
and would spend a little money to see any- 
body get through a quail-eating mateh sue- 
eessfully. After much talk, the followin 
articles of agreement were drawn up an 
signed.

Thomas W. Wood bets Henry Dahmer $25 
to $10 that he, Dahmer, cannot eat 35 quails, 
being one quail each day for 35 consecutive 
days, commencing January 27, between the 
hours of ll a m. and 1p. m., at Tony Faust’s.

THE MATCH OPENED 
shortly after noon to-day at Faust’s. Mr. 
Wood, Mr. Dahmer and a Post-DIsPpatTcu 
reporter were the only interested spectators. 
The bird was not entirely ready, and the 
quail-eater ordered a glass of 
beer to get him in _ condition. 
Dahmer is a stout, hearty-looking young fel- 
low, and looks like a man who would be able 
to eat anything that was put before him. In 
a few minutes the quail was brought in, 
neatly broiled on toast. and with it 
were bread, butter, fried potatoes and 
a dish of gutta-percha pick!es. 
Tony Faust came along at the mo- 
ment that Dahmer was picking the first 
wing, and while the waiter was announcin 
that the quai! was a good, fat one, an 
weighed }Net two ounces. A quart bottle of 
Mumuin’s extrayirv was ordered, and_ the 
quail-eater went on with his dinner, 

“J don’t think you can do it, Htiry,” said 
Mr. Wood, 

“IT know Dahmer,” said Tony Faust, ‘‘and 


IT think be’ll get through all right.” 


The diseussion was wound up by Mr. 
Wood’s offering to bet that Dahmer 
would not accomplish the task, a 
wager which Mr. Faust promptly accepted. 
Dahmer quietly nibbled his quail, not toach- 
ing the toast and paying considerable atten- 
tion to the potatoes and the bread and but- 
ter. He picked the bones very clean and 
laid them aside on his plate, sipping his 
glass of wine occasionally. In fifteen min- 
utes he had finished the task and smacked 
his lips as if he enjoyed it. 

“Do you like quails, Mr. Dahmer?” the re- 
porter asked, 

“Not particularly.” 

‘“‘liave you eaten much of that kind of 
food ?”’ 

“No, not much. Oncein a while.” 

‘Do you intend to eat the birds broiled ev- 
ery day?” 

“Oh, no, Vil have the cooking changed. 
Sometimes I'll have them stewed, and I'll 
change the bill of fare around in that way.” 

“Do you think you can do it?” 

“If lean not, lam very much mistaken in 
mvself.”’ 

Dahmer finished up with a glass of beer 
and went back to business. According to 
the terms of the agreement the bonee were 
weighed, and they tipped the scale at a quar- 
ter of an ounce. ‘The bones are to be kept 
every day to satisfy those interested that the 
meal is fairly eaten. 

Mr.Wood says that he stands to lose $1,000 
altogether, if Mr. Dahmer accomplishes the 
feat, he having made several outside bets, 
besides that with Faust. The quails are to 
be eaten every dav between the hours and at 
the places specified, andif Mr. Dahmer fails 
to appear at the hour and place, he loses 
the match. 


CAUSE UNKNOWN. 


The Coroner’s Jury Return a Verdict 
in the Case of Daniel Hogan, 


To-day Coroner Nidelet held an inquest on 
the body of Daniel Hogan, who died at No. 
1,629 Clark avenue yesterday morning from 
an injury on the back of the head. A jury 


was empanneled to hear the testimony, as 
it was supposed by the dead 
man’s wife that her husband had 
had been foully dealt with. The statements 
inade by the witnesses to-day under oath 
agreed with their statements. yesterday, 
with the exception that the deceased was 
notas intoxicated as it was stated. One of 
the witnesses, to whom the deceased when 
asked who struck him said, “‘I cannot prose- 
cute him,” to-day swore that he helinved 
Hogan fully understood the questions asked 
him.

The Whole Family in the Police Court This 
Morning--A Sad Tale of Depravity--Other

Yesterday afternoon two officers entered 
the Central District Police Station carrying 
a stretcher, on which laya young womanstu- 
pidly drunk. The stretcher with its human 
load was placed on the floor, and a moment 
later a young Man poorly dressed was 
brought in by a third officer. In his 
arms he _ carried a dirty-faced 
baby about eighteen months old, 
Holding to the father’s coat was a bright- 
eyed little girl of about five years, carrying 
two loaves of bread in her little arms. ‘Tod- 
dling behind ran a little boy about six years 
old who seemed engaged in inspecting the 
surroundings of the station. 

“This man and woman were drunk on the 


street,” said the officer, making complaint to 
the Sergeant in charge. 

“That,” said the man, stepping across the 
rostrate form of his drunken wife, “is a 
le.” 

“Dat’s a lie! dat’salie! dat’sa lie!” said 
the little girl, stamping ber little foot on the 
floor. The boy’s attention was attracted, and 
walking to where his mother lay, he pulled 
down her dress over the Jower part of her 
limbs, which were exposed to the gaze of the 
crowd that edged around the station door. 
“They have been. here before.”’ said Captain 
Fruchte. “They tramp about the country, 
and both get drunk. ‘Send them to court.” 

The officers took hold of the stretcher and 
started down to the calaboose, when the 
little girl called out: “Where are dey 
going to take mamma, papa?” 

Father,mother and three children were tak- 
en down and locked up. ‘This morn- 
ing they were arraigned before Judge 
Jecko in the First District Police Court.

HALF-WAY MEASURES. 

The Police Commissioners are lobbying at 
Jefferson City to secure the passage Of a bill 
removing the Mayor from the Presidency of 
the Police Board. This is in accordance with 
the spirit of current legislation. The Mayor 
is elected by the citizens of St. Louis at a 
general election, while the other Commis- 
sioners are appointed by the State Governor 
from Jefferson City. One might think that 
the freely-chosen executive of the city, who 
is the -responsible head of the City Govern- 
ment and charged with the maintenance of 
the municipal authority and with the enforce- 
ment of the ordinances, would naturally be 
the proper person to preside over the Police 
Department. 

But that iaea is long obsolete. The new 
idea is that the citizens of the greatest and 
richest city of the State, who pay one-third 
of the State taxes and number one-sixth of 
the State population, are not fit to be trusted 
with the management of their affairs, and 
that these affairs can be much better man- 
aged by a Governor who lives at Jefferson 
City and knows nothing of St. Louis, or 
that its atfairs can be regulated by the 
Legislature after it has disposea of the more 
important matters of regulating the bounty 
on wolf-sealps and passing a satisfactory 
dog law. 

But on this theory the new plan does not 
go far enough andis only a half-way meas- 
ure at best. Why isthe Mayor allowed to 
remiainin the Police Board at all? Why is 
not the Beard of Public: Improvements made 
an appointive power? Why are we exposed 
to the dangers and corruptions of a city 
charter when it is so much easier to govern 
usfrom Jefferson City? Whyis nota law 
passed creating Boards of Commissioners to 
govern “all cities havinga population of 
more than 100,000?” 

Let the statesmen who proprose to violate 
the principle of local self-government be 
thorough and consistent. Nearly every 
statesman at Jefferson City has an act to 
regulate some feature of our city govern- 
ment. Let them pool their issues and give 
us the whole thing at one dose. It would be 
more satisfactory to have local self-govern- 
ment abolished at one fell swoop than to 
have it hacked to death by encroachments 
here and there. Let us have no half-way 
measures.

[n the first place, as soonas anything as-/ 
sumes the shape of a duty the natural 
instinct is one of decided aversion to doing 
it. We would atl of us much prefer 
to pay our taxes, to be kind to our mother- 
in-law andto keep our New Year’s Day 
pledges if it were not that the repugnant idea 
of duty comes in and forces us to rebel, This 
is the touch of nature which lendsits point 


tothe buriesque of “The Pirates’ of Pen-f 


zance.”” Assoonas piracy is placed onthe 
ground of duty, the mildest-mannered ap- 
prentice is wiliing to become apirate. In 
real life the mildest of usis willing to be- 
come a pirate rather than be the slave of 
duty. 

The second principle illustrated in the 
quail test is the need of variety as one of the 
essentials to the life. of the male of the hu- 
man species. Ail housewives have observed 
this tendency, usuaily shown in connection 
with the matutinal coffee and beefsteak, and 
occasionaliy manifesting itseifin unkind al- 
lusions to the roast beef and the customary 
vegetables.

Strong inducements are held 
out by Brazil and the Argentine Republic, 
the latter having been remarkably successful 
in attracting immigrants from Italy, Belgi- 
um and Switzerland. The report of her 
Commissioner of Immigration shows over 
50,000 arrivals last year, and represents that 
they all found work at good wages immedi- 
ately, and that the demand for brick-makers 
and mechanics in the towns, as well as for 
railroad navvies, ranch men and agricultur- 


al laborers is far in exeess of the supply. 


The. lands and resources of Brazil are 
vaster and more varied than those of 
the Argentine Republic, but the Euro- 
pean emigrant generally has a hankering af- 
ter republican institutions as well as good 
land and good wages, and he is very sensibly 
inclined to regard a New World monarchy as 
a feeble exotic. With railroads covering her 
broad and fertile pampas in every direction, 
the Argentine Republic will soon attract an 
immense immigration. With modern means 
of communication the fertile areas of the 
Western Continent cannot remain unculti- 
vated many yearslonger. The overcrowded 
population of the Old World cannot resist the 
temptation to move out from under the in- 
cubus of standing armies, mountainous, pub- 
lic debts and governments founded in the 


Dark Ages.

Tue relations between the Governor of 
Massachusetts and the Legislature of Massa- 
chusetts promise to afford the people of this 
country a fair amount of entertainment. The 
first performance of the Governor was to cut 
off the executive subscription to the news- 
papers that had opposed him on the ground 
that he saved the people about one hundred 
dollars a year. He then asked to have 10,000 
copies of his message printed,the usual num- 
ber previously having been 2,000. He also 
started around among the executive offices 
at 8a. m. to be sure that everybody who was 
paid by the State was working for the State, 
and then he proceeded to Washington to at- 
tend to some private law practice. The Leg- 
islature sat down on his modest demand for 
five times the usual number of copies of his 
message, and itis likely he will hear fur- 
ther from them later.

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SATURDAY CHAT. 


AT the St. Louis Club meeting of the Historical 
Society Thursday night one of the speakers made 
unkind allusion to the absence of the representa- 
tives of the old French familes of St. Louis on an 
occasion which was intended to perpetuate the 
early history of St. Louis. With a few notable 
exceptions t! e old French families have entirely 
disappeared from that prominence which they 
once hejd, but Iam sure that when the man with 
the hat comes around those few exceptions will 
come down like ‘tle meu, and that the new 
bu‘Rling of the Histodrical Socioty will represent 
something More thanthe new blood which has 
been infused into the old trading post by those 
who were once spoken of as “les Americains.” 


SOMETHING ought to be done forthe Academy 
of Science of St. Louis, which is entitled to a 
great deal of credit for having kept up its life 
and organization after the overwhelming blow it 
received in the total destruction of its museum 
and property in the burning of Pope’s College 
some years ago. That tire reduced a flourishing 
and prosperous learned society to a condition of 
absolute pauperism, anditis not greatly to the 
credit of St. Louis that it has allowed the surviv- 
ors to wander around like homeless beggars ever 
since. Twenty years ago St. Louis was widely 
known, well known to all the scientific world by 
the transactionsof its Academy, and there was a 
fair prospect that it would be a center of scien- 
tific research. But, while Boston has in the 
meanwile raised more than a milffon dollars for 
the museum started by Agassiz in Cambridge, St. 
Louis has caken no notice whatever of the exist- 
enee of an Academy wirich once constityted a high 
title to celebrity.

SomE testimonial should be given to Mapleson 
for bringing to St. Louis an opera com- 
pany With four prime donne init who came and 
stayed a week and went Without furnishing the 
press with a social sensation or a personal quar- 
rel. Opera companies generally start out from 
New York on a friendly footing, but by the time 
they reach St. Louis they are generally prepared 
for an internecine vendetta, and their angry pas- 
sions have risen to a pitch which any adroit re- 
porter could easily make a first-class row out of. 
When Lucca and Kellogg visited St. Louis to- 
gether, friends in affection and rivals only in 
renown, I had the pleasure of meeting both divas. 
Lueca spoke in the best of terms of Kellogg’s 
sweetness and amiability, ot her devotion to her 
mother and her lady-¥ke demeanor, and then 
added in a tone of deep sympathy: “Itisa great 
pity that she doés not dress better than she does.”

THE GERMAN SOCIALISTS. 
Their Origin, Politics and Personal 
Characteristics. 

Herbert Tuttle in Harper for February, 

It need scarcely be said that with few ex- 
ceptions the leaders of this party are in re- 
spect to birth and education no better than 
the Tank and file. Lassalle, the founder, 
was Indeed a man of culture and erudition. 
Car! Marx, who had long lived in London, is 
the author Of a treatise on “Capital,’”’ which 
taxes the brain and extorts the respect of the 
most learned protessors. But in general the 
Socialist Deputies are men of humble origin, 
and their pative talents haye been develop- 
ed only by such education as_ they 
have been able to give themselves. 
Their occupations attest this truth. Bebel 
isa turner in wood; Most, a book-binder: 
Fritsche, a cigar-maker; Hasenclever, a 
weaver; and nearly al! the others are en-

gaged in the trades or the lower professions. 
Some of them now figure, indeed, as “literary 
men,’ but this only means that they have 
turned their attention to editing the Socialist 
press, writing Socialist pamphlets, and con- 


| ducting generally the Socialist propaganda. 
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Dreary reading, these fanatic and blood- 
thirsty brochures! Mischievous enough 
their missionary labors even in America, 
which Fritsche was lately enlightening on 
behalf of the party of assassination and an- 
archy. Fruitless and silly their parliament- 
ary demonstrations. And yet they have in 
the Diet one man of first-rate talent, whose 
careef would excite surprise even in a more 
democratic country than Germany. ‘This is 
Ferdinand August Bebel. 

His Official biography shows-the nature of 
the.obstacles that he has had to surmount. 
He was born at Cologne in 1840, and his only 
education was received in the village schoo: 
of Braunweiler and the Sunday school at 
Weuzler. Then, having learned his trade, 
he traveled as journeyman pretty well over 
South Germany and Austria, finally locating 
at Leipsic, where he has since lived. The 
genius and dazzling career of Lassalle early 
captivated his mind. Since 1862 he has been 
incessantly active in the Socialist movement, 
organizing local unions, and speaking often 
ina strain of fervid and fluent deciamation. 
Very soon he became the most popular club 
orator in Germany, and now as a Deputy 
he easily leads his party on the fioor of 
the Diet. But his Parliamentary labors 
are often interrupted by the police and 
the courts. At least half his time in 
recent years has been passed within _pris- 
on or fortress walls. Yet, in spite of the 
natural and artificial difheullies thus thrown 
in his way since his birth, he controls a 
larger constituency than any other Deputy 
in the house; is a successful parliamentary 
speaker, and if not for his cause, at_least for 
his sincerity, cominands acertain feeling of 
sympathy and respect from men of the 
most opposite political principles. There 
is no general rad for the restaurant when 
Bebel begins to speak. An agitator, and in 
one sense a revolutionist, his. harangues 
have a certain inalienable tincture of bom- 
bast and platitude, but these are kept by 
yim under fairly successful control, and, as 
a rule, he argues his case like a practiced dia- 
lectican. Bismarck once observed that if 
he had ever had the honor of a visit irom 
Bebel, and an opportunity frankly to discuss 
with hin the complaints of his clients, he 
would easily have come to terms with him. 
This may indeed be doubted. But the 
meaning of the Princé was,that while the 
other Socialists were loud and empty de- 
elaimers, Bebel seemed to have a real griev- 
anee, Which he presented in tangible and In- 
telligent furm. Indeed, he has once or twice 
-rossed swords not unsuccessfully with the 
chancellor himseif. ‘‘You constantly prate,”’ 
he says, ‘of your solicitude for the working- 
man. You introduce protection, benevoient 
insurance schemes, and the like, all for the 
benelit of the poorer producing classes. his 
is class legislation and—Socialism. Why, 
then, do you throw us in chains lor doing the 
same thing—that is, elevate the proletariat— 
in our way?”  Bebel’s way is restles though 
peaceful agitation and the ballot. But his 
allies and followers are less moderate, and 
the foreign observer, while recoznizing the 
sincerity and the singular talent of Bebel, 
must therefore condemn @ course which pro- 
duces Nobilings and Hodels, and would, if 
suecessful, result ii the most deplorable so- 


cial anarchy.

The terrible cold of last week caused much 
suffering among the poor and needy, but the 
many benfactors of the Church did much 
towards alleviating it. 

Rev. W. I.. Brantner delivered the annual 
address at the installation of the office of St. 
Teresa’s Council K. of F. M., at Pickwick 
Hall, on last Wednesday evening. 

Fatner Dempsy celebrated mass on Sun- 
day, January 14, in the new church at Co- 
lumbia, Mo. It was well attended. He will 
have charge of the parish and will celebrate 
mass on the second Sunday of each month. 

The Benevolent Association of the Young 
Ladies’ Sodality of St. Xavier’s comprises 
194 members and has at present in the treas- 
ury $1,160. The Society is composed of young 
ladies, and their plan for helping each other 
in misfortune is excellent. Each member 
contributes annually $2, and when a member 
is taken sick a visitor is appointed to see that 
she receives the proper care and attention. 
During the first six months of sickness, the 
sick person receives $6 per week, the second 
six months she receives $4 perf week and the 
third $1 per week. If the sickness continues 
longer the sick person is given $25 and 
dropped trom the society’s roll. ‘The institu- 
tion 1s a good one as the Rev. Father Boyce, 
S. J., explains. There are many poor girls 
working and thus supporting families. When 
they become ill the supportis taken away 
and the mite of $6 or $4 is really a good deal 
under the circumstances. The society is self- 
supporting and prosperous to a degree unex- 
pected when the idea was_ first broached and 
the experiment was first tried.

263 Divorces Grantedin St. Louis 
4 Last Year. 


Of These 243 Went by Default--Causes for the 
Matrimonial Separations--List of the 


Cases. 


It may interest the public ‘to know that 
during the past year 263 divorces were grant- 
ed in the St. Louis Circuit Court. A perusal 
of the following chapter of divorce, gathered 
from the records under the dome, will 
furnig@: some idea of the extent of that 
branch of litigation. The work of severing 
the knot engaged much of the attention of 
Judges Adams, Horner. Boyle, Lindley and 
Thayer during 1882. Indeed, the bulk of the 
record for the vear is made up of divorce 
cases. The contributors to this long chapter 
of pain, sorrow and shame belong to every 
condition of life. Petitioners at the bar of 
divorce have recited remarkable in- 
stances of desertion, cruelty, infidelity 
and failure to support. Peculiar 
stories of domestic infidelity have been 
poured into the ear of the Judges. Of the 
decrees granted 86 werein favor of the hus- 
band and 176 in favor of the wife. There 
were 243 decrees granted during the year by 
default. As toageit may be said that the 
greater number of male applicants 
for divorce had _ passed the mer- 
idian of life. Several middle-aged 
women appealed to the divorce court for re- 
lief last year, but the majority were young 


women within the thirties. There were 
nineteen contested cases, which presented 
the usual conflict of testimony and in which 
incompatibility of temver, the mother-in-law 
element and other features of 
discord figured prominently. Cases dismissed 
during the vear figured up eighty-nine, of 
which one-fourth represented dismissals by 
the court after a hearing, and three-fourths 
dismissal by reconciliation. A careful anal- 
ysis of divorce trial testimony would show 
that hasty and improvident marriages con- 
tributed in the greater measure to the record 
of misery and disanpointment. Extrava- 
gance bore no small part in the destruction 
of the domestic hearth. Infidelity, however. 
Jeaves the ugliest mark on the record. and 
it is charged up against the aceount of both 
sexes. The default record swells un against 
the men who have assumed the responsibility 
of the head of a family fallen into habits of 
dissipation and deserted their wives and off- 
spring. It is only fair to add _ that 
the St. Louis courts. offer no 
method of shaking off the matri- 
monial shackles. The five Judges 
now require strong corroborative evidence of 
desertion in all cases of default, and it is not 
easy for parties to get a divorce by collusion.

How the Boys in St. Louis Used to 
Enjoy Themselves.

John Tyler, Jr., son of President Tyler, 
furnishes a Washington evening paper with 
his reminiscences of John Howard Payne, 


author of “Home, Sweet Home,” who re. 


ceived his appointment as Consul at Tunis 
from President Tyier. In this article, after 
referring to the scientific and literary aspir- 
ations and attaininents of himself and his 
brother while his father was in the White 
House, he says, we found, between us, con- 
genial spirits on every hand, and usually in- 
troduced them to the notice of the President. 
It was ‘thus that we formed the acquain- 
tance of John Howard Payne, and intro- 
duced him in the social drawing-room of the 
Presidential mansion. He was a medium: 
sized man, always careful and neat in his 
dress, as gentle as a woman, mod 
est in his bearing, of delicate 
sentiments and mild of speech. I had known 
him for months and hadseen much of him 
before I ever suspected that he was restricted 
in his means. At length, however, it so hap- 
pened that I obtained from him an expres- 
sion that was thoroughly informing as to his 
pecuniary condition. In visiting him at his 
lodgings, I had always been struck with his 


tidiness, and yet with the entire absence of 
everything luxurious about him I noticed 


further that he never seemed to indulge in. 


any personal expenditures. This | me 
finally, without offense, todraw from him 
some indications of his condition. Then it 
came in this manner and in these words: 
“Mr. Tyler, it has cost me more paper | 
since I have been in Washington to co 
my poverty than would be necessary to con- 
duct the foreign affairs of the Government.” 
THIS WAS ENOUGH, 
and it was not long before he was nomina- 
ted, confirmed end commissioned as Consul 
to Tunis. It required little persuasion to 
induce my father to appoint him. While my 
grandfather was Governor of Virginia and 
my father was a student at law in the office 
of Edmund Randolph, Pavne, then onthe 
theatrical boards as the ‘“‘Young American 
Roseius,” visited Richmond, and Gov. Tyler 
was so much pleased with him as to extend 
to him an invitation to dinner at the guber- 
natorial mansion, with a distinguished com- 
pany especially invited to meet him. Presi- 
dent Tyler was thus already prepared to lend 
a willing ear to the petitions of my brother 
and myself in his behalf for a foreign ap- 
pointment. In the recent interesting sketch 
by Mr. Ford in the Baltimore Sun, after de- 
tailing to some extent the part Payne played 
during 1812 in the war between Great 
Britain and the United — States, it 
is stated that in June, 1813, he pro 
ceeded to London, having just completed his 
twenty-first year, and acted at Drury Lane 
and other theatres with ‘‘abundant success,” 
but relinquished the stage for literary pur- 
suits with the pen, producing “Brutus; or 
the Fall of Tarquin,” in 1817; and that, six 
or seven years later, surrounded by penury 
in an attic in Paris, faint and ill for the need 
of nourishing food, he wrote “Clari, the 
Maid of Milan,” and gave the world within 
it, ‘“‘Home, Sweet Home.” As to this lam 
led to state what I derived from his own lips, 
that, in cousequence of the part he played in 
regard to the difficulties with Great Britain 
in 1812-13, not only with his pen, but for hay. 
ing raised in Boston and commanded a com- 
pany for service against the British, he was 
so badly received in London that his efforts 
on the theatrical boards of Drury Lane, so 
far from being “abundantly successful,” 
were absolute failures ina pecuniary 
of view; and it was at this pe his 
money having become utterly pram pe 
= the want of patronage on the stage, th

TOOK TO HIS PEN, 
and one night, ina state of great dejection 
and despondence, wandering about the 
streets of London for the want of a shilling 
to pay fora bed, he finally sat down on the 
front steps of a nobleman’s mansion, and be- 
neath the entrance lamps wrote with pencil 
ou some blank paper he carried in his pock- 
ets the original lines of “Home, Sweet 
Home.” Afterward, it is true, he introduced 
them in his drama of “Clari, the Maid of Mi- 
lan,” and so made them famous. He was 
ultimately more successful with his pen 
while in London than he had been on the 
stage, and thence proceeded to Ireland, 
where, at Sligo, a public dinner 
was accorded to him, on which occasion, 
and in compiiment to him, the Irish 
barrister, hillips, delivered his 
celebrated eulogium upon Washington. He 
furthermore told me that he was In Paris on 
the return of repoeee from Elba, and saw 
himin the Tuileries, describing to me his 
person, his manner and the immense ener- 
gies that marked his movements. On his de- 
parture from Washington, as Consul at Tu- 
nis, in bidding me adieu, knowing my fond. 
ness for physical science, he presen mes 
manuscript containing the description of. 
method by which water might be analy 
by the means of the electric current, and its 
elements of hydrezen and oxygen be recome 
bined for the purpose of generating both 
heat and light, but this manuscript, together 
with all other manuscripts and books, whethe 
er legal, historical, scientific, philosoph. 
ical or purely’ iiterray, even to 
the letters of my fathe® and mother, that I 
possessed up to 1861, were taken from me 
during the recent unhappy civil war, deprive. 
ing me, indeed, of man y precious and sacred 
souvenirs, as well as all the paraphernalia of 
my profession; while at thasame time annie 
hilating the accumulated stores of the best 
years of my life, se impressing me 
with the wisdom of the old Latin adage in its 
full force, which reads in English “Let no 
man be called happy, fortunate or honest 
until he is dead. It is entirely befitting that 
the large-hearted philanthropist, Mr. W. W. 
Corcoran, who was much esteemed by Presi- 
dent ‘Tyler, should restore to his country the 
remains of John Howard Payne, who wag 
also the recipient of the friendship of thag 
generous and beneticent statesman.
